People are curious 
about these military matters now and it will help 
them a great deal in forming opinion if they can 
find ont just how and where the thing is short of 
adequacy. 

It is pleasant for the states to proclaim their read- 
iness, but it is not profitable if they are not ready. 
Here is a case in which insnfficiency can be discov- 
ered without paying a great price for the discovery. 
Suddenly we may have to put an army in motion. 
It is not a great peril that commands us. There

IFTED, brilliant, and yet alto- 
gether Impossible, Lord Ronald 
Gower, whose death in London 
muat come in the nature of a relief 
to his relatives, will be chiefly re- 

membered as the one person who com- 
pelled his nephew, the late Duke of Suth- 
erland, to sell the finest mansion of the 
British metropolis—namely: Stafford 
house. 5 

It was an abode 80 stately and so mag - 
nificent that the late Queen Victoria, when 
she was wont to call upon her grand mis- 
tress of the robes and intimate friend, 
Harriet Duchess of Sutherland, of whom 
she was particularly fond, would exclaim, 
referring to her own residence, Bucking- 
ham palace, My dear, I come from my 
‘house to visit you in your palace.“ 

The late Duke of Sutherland did not sell 
Stafford house because he needed the 
money, for he was enormously rich, but 
merely in order to get rid of his uncle, 
Lord Ronald Gowen who has just been 
lafd to his rest. 

When the second Duke of Sutherland 
died he provided in his will that Lord 
Ronald Gower, who was his youngest and 
favorite son, should always have free 
quarters at Stafford house, as long as it 
formed the metropolitan residence of the 
dukes of Sutherland. Lord Ronald's eld- 
est brother, the third duke, conformed 
to these testamentary requirements, and, 
on account of his treatment of his first 
wife, and of the antecedents and char- 
acter of his second wife, was to such an 
extent ostracized by court and society 
during the last ten or fifteen years of his 
life that he was very glad to find any 
member of hie family willing to live under 
his roof. 


* — 

His son and successor, the late and 
fourth Duke of Sutherland, was, however, 
a different sort of man, one indeed of high 
principles, lofty sense of honor, and of 
unblemished private life. He could not 
tolerate his uncle, Lord Ronald. In fact, 
there was so much In Lord Ronald's be- 
havior, mode of life, and especially in the 
selection of his Intimate associates, that 
revolted the duke that tue idea of being 
compelled to live under the same roof with 
him and to become in that way in the 
eyes of the public responsible for his be- 
havior was intolerable to him. 

Finding that it would be impossible to 
oust his uncle from his residence in Stat - 
1 house without legal proceedings in- 
volving the washing of all sorts of un- 
pleasant family linen in court and baring 
certain scandals to the publie, he had 
recourse to the extreme measure of sell- 
ing Stafford house for a sum of money 
considerably beneath its real cost to Wil- 
Ham fever of Port Sunlight, the great 
soap magnate, who presented it to the 
nation for use as a museum of ev 
relating to the near 2,000 year old history 
of London. Not long afterwards Lever 
received a baronetcy in recognition of his 
public spirit. 

Stafford house deine thus sold over Lord 
Ronald's head, he was obliged to leave, 
and his nephew, the late duke, was re- 
lieved of all farther responsibility, mora! 
or material, concerning him. For Lord 
Ronald was only entitied to free quarters 
in Stafford house as long as it remained 
in the possession of the Duke of Suther- 
land for the time being: The late duke 
made the sale with the full consent of his 
son and heir, the present duke, which 
was necessary, since it formed part of the 
entailed property. For the present duke 
shared his father’s views with regard to 
the undesirability of Lord Ronald's pres- 
ence at Stafford house.

TO END ‘TRUST’ 


Holds Associated Posters Vio- 
late U. S. Law by Having 
Grip on Nation. 


che Associated Billposters of the United 
States and Canada is a combination n vio- 
lation of the anti-trust law and must be 
dissolved. Judge Landis gave this ruling 
yesterday in a decision on a government 
suit brought in August, 1912, and tried in 
Chicago last summer. 

The Associated Billposters are the men 
who display the advertisements of break- 
fast foods, tooth powders circuses, auto- 
mobiles, musical comedies, and what not, 
which are the dominant feature of most 
American cities. The government's 
charge, sustained in Judge Landis’ de- 
cision, was that the organization !s vir- 
tually in complete control of this business 
in several thousand of the largest cities 
and towns of the United States. 


Case of Complete Exclusion. 
“The rule of reasonable restraint’ 
has no application here.“ said Judge Lan- 
dis, “for the reason that this is not s 
case of mere restraint, but of total ex- 
clhusion.”’ 

“This means the complete dissolution 
of the billposters trust.“ was District At-

“Bad from the Start.” 

“The William Lorimer Lumber com- 
pany,” Mr. Holly continued. was bad 
from the very start. It was organized in 
January, 1913, with an ostensible capital 
of $200,000. The state law of 1905 does not 
require that a corporation need have paid 
in more than half of its capital, but it 
does require that the organizers make an 
affidavit regarding the amount paid in and 
how it was paid, either in cash or in 
property. 

Records show that the lumber com- 
pany was incorporated by William Lort- 
mer and his two sons, William Jr. and 
Leonard. At the time of the organiza- 
tion they swore to an affidavit stating 
thet $150,000 of the capital hed been 
paid in in cash and that the remaining 
$30,000 was being sold. 


How the Company Was Financed. 

Here is how that ‘cash’ was paid. 
In March of the same year the lumber 
company opened an account at the Le 
Salle Street bank. Three checks for 
$30,000 each were drawn by Lorimer and 
his two sons and deposited to the credit 
of the lumber company. At the time the 
checks were drawn, Lorimer’s personal 
account was overdrawn $7,000; William's 
personal account was overdrawn $104, and 
Leonard had only $359 to his credit. 
After the drawing of the checks Lorimer’s 
overdraft was $57,000, William's was 
$50,104, and Leonard’s was something 
more than $49,600. : 

How was this handled? Well, the lum- 
ber company drew three checks for $50,000 
each in favor of Lorimer, William, and 
Leonard. Thus, when the business day 
ended, Lorimer’s overdraft was only 
$7.000 again, William’s was $104, and 
Leonard, who had deposited $55 during the 
day, had a little more than $400 to his 
credit. As for the lumber company, Wil- 
liam Lorimer, Jr. & Co., a partnership 
of Lorimer and William, had drawn a 


company, which*wound up the day witha 
balance of that $200. Check switching 
supplied the ‘ paid-in-cash capital of the 
William Lorimer Lumber company. 


Notes in Bank When Closed. 
At the time of the failure notes of the 
lumber company totaling $58,525 were 
held by the La Salle. Lorimer had pur-

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THE A B C’S OF PLANT 
CULTURE IN POTS. 


NE of the most important items to 
be considered in the culture of 
plants in pots is that of drainage. 
Many a flower-loving woman loses 


this respect. Surplus water settles to the 
bottom of the vessel in which the plants 
are placed, and as there is no way of es- 
cape provided for it it accumulates until 


| there is enough of it to make the soil al- 


most like mud. 
Presently there is souring of the soil 


short time the roots of the plant become 
diseased, and that ie the beginning of the 
end. Every pot larger than four inches 
across should be well drained. Put at 
least an.inch of broken crockery, brick, 
or something else that will not decay

Drainage is not a whim, as so many 
persons seem to, think, There is a scien- 
tific idea back of it and those who ignore 
the principle underlying it need not ex- 
pect to have healthy plants. The soil 
in which the roots grow must be kept 
moist at all times, but never wet, and in 
order to obtain this condition it is abso- 
lutely necessary that an oversupply of 
water must be got rid of and this can only 


be done by providing perfect drainage. 


Good soil is another item of great im- 
portance, Lou cannot grow fine plants 
in poor soil, nor can you grow them well 


im a heavy one. The soil must be light 


and ‘mellow, and contain a sufficient 
amount of plant food to keep the plants 
going steadily ahead. Without it you 
will have week and sickiy plants which 
will give you few ifany flowers. 

Therefore take pains to have a soil 
that is full of nutriment, and make sure 
that it has sufficient lightness to allow 
the plants to send their tender roots 
through it in al) directions.
